REDUCTION OF BRITISH TROOPS.. 


London, Yesterday. 

A debate on foreign affairs took 
place: in the House of Commons 
to-day, when Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain, Foreign Secretary, made 
i statement on the various mat- 
ters raised. : 

In regard to disarmament, he 
said that undoubtedly the signa- 
ture. of. the Kellogg Treaty was a 
new faet to which all must. pay 
attention and of which all should 
take. account. But he would 
‘rather deal with the matter .of* 
disarmament: apart from - the 
Kelloge Treaty because whether 
that Treaty had been proposed or 
not one would still have been 
faced with the question : of the 
imitation of armaments. He 
had been asked -what was going. 
on in -the Preparatory Commis- | 
sion for’ Disarmament at Geneva. 
‘At the moment the Preparatory 
Commission was not in session. 
But it was known to the Houscof: 
‘Commons that some decision had 
been reached by the British Gov- 
ernment in the hope of reducing 
differences in the .matter of 
armaments and in the hope of 
finding some compromise upon 
which ‘an agreement could be 
reached and which might then be 
submitted to other powers and 
thus facilitate progress . in the 
Commission. . Conversations with 
France had been successful. He 
was about to communicate to 
other powers the compromise at 
which Britain and France had ar- 
rived. in the hope that the com- 
promise might be acceptable to 
them also and thus a great obsta- 
cle: to progress would have been 
removed and a step made in ad- 
vance. But until these proposals 
had been communicated to other 
governments he did not like to 
say more about them. The first 
serious discussion would take 
place when the Disarmament 
Committee met. The proposals 
which ‘he had mentioned were 
those dealing with disarmament 
which: arose in regard to the naval 
issue in which, of course, we had 
a particular interest. Our mili- 
tary forces were very small com- 
pared with those of other Powers 
but our Navy had: always been 
the principal defence of our coun- 
try and, therefore, naval quqes- 
tions were those which interested 
us most, and it was on them that 
' we had been seeking to recon- 

cile differences and find a method 
. of making: progress, 

BRITAIN'S ATTITUDE.

Depression Reported. 


Artificial Silk Trade Shows “Progress. 


In the annual report on the trade 
of Shanghai during 1927 lasued by 


the Chinese Maritime Customs the 


following oxtract deals with the 
cotton, woollen and artificial silk 
trade: 

Foreign Goods,—(a) Imports.— 
(i) Direct.—Cotton Piece Gocda,, 
—the suction trade had to be car- 
rled on during the greater part of 
the year under conditions of ex- 
treme difficulty. From January, 
when the political situation was 
rapidly going from bad to worse, 
to October unchanging reports of 
acute depression and trade restric- 
tion came from practically all 
centres of distribution; and, while 
every now and then some markets 
seemed to take a turn for the better, 
the change was ‘never’ long-lived, 
and the outlook appared as. glsomy 
as ever, 

The Yangtze Valley trade, iipen 
which Shanghai -largely depends, 
amounted to about 50 per cent. of 
4. normal year’s business, the chief 
reason being that in Hankow, 
Kiukiang, and elsewhere the value 
of the .currency was frequently 
depreciated a3 much as 70 per cent. 
by the activities of extremists, The 
railways, moreover, were unable to 
function .freely for commercial 


purposes, being most of the tinie 


In the hands of the military; while 
few merchants cared to avail them- 
selves of auch railway facilities as 
were offered them in view of the 
prohibitive cost of transport. 
BRIGANDS’ ATTACKS, 


‘ The province of .Szechwan was 
debarred from taking {ts share as 
a consumer by the excessive 
freights which the river: steamer 
companies were obliged to dentand; 
cargo space was limited, attacks’ 
by brigands were constant, and all

tion; asa result, o piece:‘of Lan- 
cashire white shirting Galued at 
TIs, 10 in Shanghai now costs Tis, 
80 in Chungking, : 

In Shantung province famine 
and destitution were widespread 
owing to the depredations of the 
different armies and their levies 
on the inhabitants, _ ‘This province 
is usually a very extensive buyer 
of goods from Shanghai, but it is 
estimated that in 1927 it took only 
about 60 per cent. of its average 
purchases. In this region, also, 
the cost of moving cargo ‘was 
ruinous to trade; the transport of 
piece: goods from Shanghai to Ho- 
nan {s’said to amount to nine times, 
the usual figure. Throughout the 


interlor there {s now a great dearth. 


of supplies of piece goods, and an 
unprecedented demand may be ex- 
pected when public confidence and 
unrestricted communications are 
restored. 

Perhaps the outstanding feature 
of the'year was the elimination of 


_|the British boycott as a hindrance 


to the off-take of cotton piece goods.

RENEWED ACTIVITY. |

demand for British goods; sales 
and deliveries were good, and, would 


undoubtedly have been much better 


had it not bee r the-strike on 
the vessels of -the.China Navigation 
Company. 

In August, ; with | the lifting of 
the Japanése boycott, ‘the’ demand 
for British cargo fell abruptly, and 
prices for all classes of goods 
declined. By September affairs on 
the river presented a more hopeful 
aspect, the Hunan crops were ex- 
cellent, silver was moving freely, 
and the shipping strike was at: an 
end, « By this time the Chinese con- 
sumer was urgently in need of re- 
placements, and prices roge sharp- 
ly. ‘Some weeks of satisfactory 
trading followed; but further poli- 
tical complications in October 
caused the market to give way to 
some extent. The cessation of 
fighting on, the river in November 
dispelled . the’ general stagnation, 
clearances began to improve, and 
‘up to the end of-the year trade con. 
tinued to expand, with prices slowly 
recovering the ground’ Joat in 
October.

32% million -Haikwan taels com- 
pared with 1926 and of 19 million 
Haikwan taels compared with 1925, 
Increases are to be found only 
under figured brocades and shirt- 
ings, which rose 129 per cent. 
to Hk. Tis, 1,850,000, and yarn- 
dyed cottons, which advanced from 
Hk. Tls. 1,640,000 to Hk, Ts. 2,820,- 
000,. well, above the 1925 level,. 
Grey piece goods, white’ shirtings 
and sheetings, satcens, italians, 
and imitation venetians all fell be- 
low. half the 1926 figures. Bri- 
tish goods declined uniformly 
except in yarn-dyed goods, which 
rose 76 per cent.

STOWAWAY'S STORIES. 


Australian * papers received 
through the, medium of a repatriat- 
ed stowaway’s story, interesting 
light.on the recent .“Jervis ‘Bay:’ 
Incidents which were afforded so 
much publicity. . 

A story of failure ‘to secure em- 
ployment, of privation which drove 
them to desperate acts, and of ter- 
rible experiences at sea, was told 
by stowaways on the “Largs Bay" 
who were recently imprisoned in 
Colombo, and were later repatriat- 
ed, to a representative of “The 
West Australian’ at Fremantle. 
They outlined incidents ledding to 
the hiding of the eight men on 
the “Jervis Bay.” They “knew 
those men personally and they ad- 
vanced'-a theory of how “the fire 
of the recent drama of the sea. was 
kindled. None of the stowaways 
who returned on the “Largs Bay,” 
they said, had-joined the “Jervis 
Bay.’ eae 

Using bags of wheat on North 
Wharf as their beds,” and tar- 
paulina to keep out the ‘cold of- 
June nights, six of the’ young 
migrants who stowed away at Fre- 
mantle recently, and. were retutn- 
ed on the “Largs Bay” are now at 
Tremantle.. Their names are: 
David Bonnar, Davy Miller, James 
Pirle, John W.' Orr, Samuel Cham- 
bers and William Todd. Frederick 
Brown, who algo was ‘returned on 
the “Largs Bay,” is in Perth, The 
tracing of the members. of the 
party removed, an earlicr belief 
that the men who returned on the 
“Largs Bay” were among the eight 
stowaways on the: “Jérvis Bay,” 
which left Fremantle a day or two 
after the other vessel had continu- 
ed her: voynge to the Eastern 
States, 

“Tt was ‘sheer desperation which 
caused me to' stowaway,” one of 
the, “Largs Bay” men said, “and 
the men who Jeft on the “Jervis 
Bay” suffered great privation be- 
fore. being driven to take a simi- 
lar course, ‘We do not know where 
we will lay our heads to-night, nor 
where the next meal: is’ coming 
from: We are anxious to get work, 
and would #0 to the country to- 
morrow if offered jobs, but sooner 
than. steal we stowed away from 
Fremantle, and we will do it again 
unless our fortunes change.” 


M.|SOUGHT SHELTER FROM RAIN. 


Four young men were.’ playing 
‘lenrds in the amokeroom of-the I{n- 
er “Hobson's Bay” which ‘eft. Fre- 
mantle with the Scottish’ delega- 
tion. on April 18.. The card 
players were Bonnar, Miller, Orr 
and Pirie, who intended to atow- 
away .on’the vessel. . As soon as 
the “Hobson's Bay” put to. sea they 
searched for shelter from the rain’ 
and ‘cold. Unsuccessful in their 
quest they gave themselves up. 
“It, ‘was a rough night,” Bonnar 
said, “and we got the quarterinas- 


ment, ‘They had served only “half 
‘thelr, sentences when the “Largs 
Bay” arrived from. England, and 


‘I they were placed on board with the | 


other’ four: men, 
: RDERED, TO LEAVE. 


Referring to events ‘following’ the 
return of the. atowaways to Fre- 
mantle, Bonnar said that the mon 
were granted accommodution on 
the “Largs Bay" during the first 
night in Fremantle. © On inquiry 
at the Immigration Office on the 
following morning they were In- 
formed: that the dypartment could 
do nothing for them... They went 
to the Immigration Office.in Perth- 
with o similar, result and, accord- 
ing to:-Bonnar’s story, an “official 


advised them to leave the office] 


within five -minutes. Owing to 
hunger, Orr returned to the office 
on the following, day, when an offi- 
cial gave him 4s. out of his own 
pocket; ... When Orr said that he 
had stowed away on 2 boat, one of 
the ‘immigration officials advised 
him to try it. again, and Orr re- 
garded that os a hint that the de- 
partment did - not want, to “be 
troubled by ‘the men, 

. “JERVIS. BAY” STOWAWAYS. 


Having previously determined 
that if thoy failed to find employ- 
ment they would endeavour to stow 
away on' the “Jervis Bay,” mem- 
bers of the party proceeded to 
North Wharf, where the vessel was 
moored, Bonnar, sald. When they 
came in contact with eight former 
acquaintances who were desirous 
of stowing away on the vessel, the 
“Largs Bay" men stood: aside and 
decided to await other opportunities 
of leaving Australia, They per- 
sonally knew the ‘eight men who 
boarded the “Jervis Bay.” All of 
them were natives of the British 
Isles, with the exception ‘of one, 
who claimed that he had Irish and 
American ancestors, and had liv. 
ed in Australia for .some time. 
The stowaways were young men, 
and some of them had worn their 
clothes into rags, with the result 
that they had to borrow: other 
clothes from friends in Fremantle 
so that their appearance would not 
attract attention when they were 
going up the ship’s gangway. 
WHAT MIGHT HAVE OCCURRED

* COOLIE’S DEATH. 
CORONER'S INQUEST AT THE 
MAGISTRACY, 


HERBALIST'S TREATMENT. 


© Yesterday. afternoon, Mr, R. E. 
Lindsell, . sitting’. as . Coroner, re- 
sumed the inquiry into the death of 
an aged coolie who died from blood 
poisoning at. the Tung’ Wah Hos- 
pital on ‘July 6 while. recaiving 
Chinese ‘herbal treatment | for a 
fractured ley, stated in evidence to 
have been caused on April 5 through 
being knocked down by a motor- 
car on the Pokfulam-road. . : 

Dr. T. W. Ware, Government 
Medical ‘OMicer in charge of the 
Government. ‘Civil Hospital, said 
he'was_ not at the Hospital in 
April Inst when the deceased was 
admitted, the Medical Officer then 
in charge being now on leave, - 

From-the records left: behind, 
however, it :was shown thdt the 
‘man was suffering fronr.a simple 
skin wound in ‘the right lex. The 
treatment was partinily successful. 
At the end of five weeks, the bones 
failed «to unite properly, and an 
operation was advised, .The patient 
seemed to be frightened, and at his 
own request for’ Chinese. treatment 
was transferred to the Tung Wah 
Hospital on May .11, He was 
thoroughly healthy when he left, the 
skin wound by this time. nevis 
completely healed up. 


NO RECORD OF CASE, 
On transfer, the police , 

informed, ond they raised. 
objection. « 
suffering = from dlood-poisoning 
then, it was not apparent, It‘ was 
possible he had'a delayed form of 
blood-poisoning which the failure 
of the bones to unite might develop 
or accentuate.

vious witness, Dr. Kirk, had said 
that a3 far a3 he knew, no history 
of the case was received with 
this man on transfer to the Tung 
Wah Hospltal, witness, at. the

this failure be rectified in the 
future and that a record be in- 
cluded in the routine’ governing 
these cases, 

Witness promised to do so. . 

HERBALIST’S EVIDENCE. . 

Lum Chung-wah, a Chinese 


herbalist connected with’ the Tung} 


Wah Hospital, said that ‘the 
deceased was admitted on May 11 
and troated for ‘fracture of the. leg. 
After twenty days the patient was 
able to walk. Witness said that the 
deceased was retained’ in hogpital 
because he was not in a, condition 
to work and also becnuse he was 
destitute.. The witness sald _ that 
even after the patient could wat he 
was under treatment. 

The Coroner: What happened on 
July 6? . 

Witness: On the morning pf his 
death the patient was still able to 
take two bowls of rice. He became 
-bad at 3 pm, and died at midnight. 

In‘ answer to further . questions 
witness said. that the deceased's 
symptoms on the day of his-death 
were shortness of breath and 
‘vomiting. He attributed this’ con- 
dition to a disease known as “Keuk 
Hao." 

WHAT “KEUK HAE” IS, 

This, the witness said, was a sort 
of cramp which started from the 
leg and in some way affected the 
heart, It was in no way connected 
with ‘the: fracture, ‘and: the witness 
was not prepared to agree that 
death was. due to blood poisoning. 
“Keuk Hae" the witness added, was 
caused by an excess of phiegin, due 
to weak Jungs, It was the witness’ 
opinion that the injury the deceas- | 
ed received in the motor accident 
did not hasten death. 

Dr. Kirk, who had given evid- 
ence at the previous sitting, was 
re-called and asked if In view of the 
herbaliat’s evidence he was: prepar- 
ed to modify his opinfon as: to the 
cause of death. 


Dr, Kirk said that the’ staterient P 


given ‘by the Chinese herbalist, 
seemed to him’ to correspond with 
an acute end, as, for in tance, If 
a clot of blood forming in a vein 
had worked up to the heart. A 
clot-of blood so forming would have 
caused the symptoms described. . 
Witness stated that. the concep- 
tion of anatomy and pathology, as 
held by Western : doctors and by 
Chinese ‘herbalists, did not coincide 
and it mado.a discussion of that 
nature very’ dificult, .

CONCERNING YOUR VALVE 
FILAMENT. 


(By Ultimax.] bs Figekt 


“The efficiency of the filaments of 
the valvea we use in our receiving 


| sets is an important matter. Their 


sole function is to supply an emis- 
aton of electrons, and‘in. the early 
days we had ‘short and compara- 
tively thick filamente of tungsten. 
This substance . was found to be 
capable of giving considerable 
emission when heated to (2,600 de- 
grees Centigride. As the. fuaing 
point of tungaten is about 5,800 ,de- 
will be seen that the tem-, 
perature at which .a satisfactory 
emiaston-could be obtained is con- 
sidorably below this point. 
The filament waa heated by the 
L-T. accumulator to incandescence, 
and, when it reached white heat, 
‘electrons were given: off and the 
emission: was ‘attracted to the: ad- 
jacent plate of’ the valve, positive- 
ly charged by the H.T. battery for 
this particular purpose, the flow of 
electrons at the same time being 
controlled by a grid or third elec- 
trode situated between the plate 
and the filament. ’ ‘ 
The valve in those days would 
only amplify powers of the order 
of a microwatt, and the filament 
in the process would take 3 or 4 
watts continuously from the Ac- 


‘cumulator in order to maintain it 


In the state of white heat neces- 
anry for . the production of the 
emiasion. . With these 
facts in mind, it was not long be- 
fore the enormous ‘Inefficiency of 
such a device was renliaed, and 
the ery went up for better filaments 
so that the watts consumed should 
be reduced to a more reasonable 
figure. so, an 
A good deal of water has pass: 
ed under the bridge since those 
days, and with the gradual im- 
provement in design we have to- 
day efficient: filaments which only. 
consume a fraction of a watt. 
BRIGHT-EMITTER FILAMENT. 
The ‘bright-emitter, filament was 
generally made of slightly thoriat- 
ed tungsten, as it was found that

Jed the ‘filament from ecrystallising 


‘and’ actually breaking, after it had 
been In use for a comparatively 
ahort time. The early types were 
short and thick, and, apart from} 
the heavy current demand, suffer- 
ed from two serious defects, In 
the first place, the centre of the 
filament was‘ very hot and the 
ends, a short distance away, were 
comparatively cool. This end 
cooling was a large source of in- 
efficiency, for It meant an expen- 
diture of energy which was not 
converted into electrons, together 
with a good deal of useless heat 
dissipation. ; 

It will be seen, therefore, that 
a short filament should be avoid- 


‘ed, unless certain precautions are 


taken, and when the length fs in-' 
creased we not only obtain a 
greater emission’ of electrons but 
we can at the same time have a 
smaller diameter filament with less 


‘leurrent conaumption. In addition 


to this the effect of the cooling at 

the ends of the longer filament will 

be relatively much Jess serious. 

| THE FILAMENT DIAMETER. 
Thera is of course .a limit to 

the reduction of the filament dia- 

meter depending on the process of 


| manufacture, and also ‘as regards 


the performance of the valve when 
it is tested. If one could obtain 
the advantage of a‘long filament 
while still retaining. the mechani- 
eat strength of a thick filament, 
‘an’ important advance would be 
made.

THE EMISSION. FACTOR, 


The actual emission: from a fila- 
ment of given length and diameter 
depends upon a constant known as 
the emission factor of the parti- 
cular substance used in the con- 
struction . of the filament. . The 
thorium-coated filament will re- 
quire a temperature of 1,500 de- 
grees C, for a certain emission, 
while the modern glowless _fila- 
ment will only’ need about half to 
three-quarters of this temperature, 
the normal operating point being 
below red heat. And the advan- 
tage is we can use a long and 
robust .filament,, plus . the benefit 
given by the extra Jength and still 
only take a very: small current from 
the accumulator of 76 to 100 milli- 
amps, in order’ to operate it. 

The ‘early'<dull-emissions were 
inclined to. be microphonic, and a 
further improvement towards the 
ideal in this respect. was in the 
mechanical means taken to hold the

No deci- 
sion has been taken on the sub-| 
ject, and Sir John Gilmour, the 
Scottish Secretary, who has acted 
for the Government _in the Im- 
perial Cable and Wireless Confer- 
ence which has sat for months, 
assured the House that , no de- 
cision will be reached without 
consulting Parliament, 

‘Sir John-made two statements 
of great importance, He first!’ 
pointed out. that the conference 
was only able to'make, recom- 
mendations to the British and 
Dominions Governments, and 
could not come to any operative

“Before any definite conclu- 
sions can’ be . taken,” he added, 
“the matter will be brought be- 
fore Parliament.. I hope. this 
statement | will reassure those

cable and wireless merger which 
was announced during the sit- 
tings of the conference, and 
stated that the merger was to be 
subject to a satisfactory ar- 
rangement being made with the 
British. and the Dominions Gov- | 
ernments, :

this: year. The cable companies 
were frankly afraid of the com- 
petition, and had entered into a 
financial merger in the hope that 
they ‘would secure control of all 
the independent wireless and 
cable companies in the Dominions, 
The’ parties to the merger were 
grouped under the Marconi Wire- 
less Telegraph Company and tho 
Eastern and Associated Tele- 
graph Cable Company. 

He alleged that the ‘cable com- 
panies had threatened to the Im- 
perial Conference that they 
would pay out their shareholders 
and scrap their cables because 
they could not compete success- 
fully with the beam rates. 

‘The proper course would have 
been to reduce their. profits,” he 
‘said, “in order that commercial 
users might have the best ser- 
vice at the lowest cost.. But 
they have chosen to get together 
with the Mareoni Company in 
the hope that they could continue 
to exploit the commercial and i in- 
dustrial users.” 

He declared that’ the Marconi 
Company had entered into finan. 
cial and working arrangements 
not only with American but with 
German interests. The net was

It is only the state- 
owned service which prevents the 
merger, getting a complete mono- 
poly, and we are told that unless 
things go their way the American 
companies ‘and the British mer- 
ger will come together and seek to 
wage war against British inter. 
ests in order-to get a monopoly.” 

An -interesting speech was 
made by Mr, Otho Nicholson, the 
Conservative member for the 
Abbey Division of Westminster, 
who rarely speaks in Parlidment. 
He said that the beam linking 
Britain with Canada, South 
Africa, Australia, and India now 
carries 80,000,000 words a year, 
and could "carry -five times as 
many.. .Jt was cheaper and 
quicker, A speed of 200 words a 
minute .could be reached by the 
beam service and the speed might 
shortly be increased to 600 words 
aminute. . 

If, he added, it were objected 
that’ the beam could be tapped, 
the reply was in a new invention 
known as the cryptograph, which 
could automatically code mess-' 
ages and decode: them, and even 
change. the code word by word, 
and almost letter by. letter, so 
that no unauthorised person could 
possibly understand the messages, 

A telegraphic speed of 600 
words a minute suggested to him 
that London . newspapers might 
be able in the future to bring out 
editions simultaneously in every 
capital of the Dominions.
